CHAPTER 373. 

CONSOLIDATED INDEPENDENT SCHOOL DISTRICT OF JOICE. 

8. F. 1170. 

AN ACT legalizing the establishment of the consolidated Independent Bi:hool district 
of Jol('e. Worth COUDt7. JOWL 

WHEREAS, on the 23rd day of October, 1915, a special election was held 
in the town of Joice, Worth countY, Iowa, at which election the question 
was submitted to the voters within the district comprised of sections 
numbered three (3), four (4), five (5), six (6), seven (7), eight (8), 
nine (9), and ten (10), and the north west quarter of section two (2), 
all in Fertile township, said county, and all of sections nineteen (19), 
twenty (20), twenty-six (26), twenty-seven (27), twenty-eight (28), 
twenty-nine (29), thirty (30), thirty-one (31), thirty-two (32), thirty­
three (33), thirty-four (34), thirty-five (35), and thirty-six (36), the 
west one half of section twenty-five (25), the west one half and the south­
east quarter of section twenty-one (21), and the southwest quarter of 
section twenty-two (22) in Bristol township of said county, as to whether 
the consolidated independent school district of Joice, in the county of 
Worth, state of Iowa, should be formed and established to be comprised of 
said described territory, and 

WHEREAS, at said special election a large majority of the voters within 
said territory voting at said election voted in favor of the formation and 
establishment of said consolidated independent school district, and 

WHEREAS, certain doubts have arisen as to the regularity of the actions 
and proceedings leading up to said special election and as to the form and 
manner of submitting said question to the electors of said district, and 

WHEREAS, there may have been irregularities in the call of "the special 
meeting or other meetings for the purpose of considering the petitions 
fi.1ed for the consolidation of the territory described into said consolidated 
independent school district, and 

WHEREAS, any omissions or irregularities which may have occurred in 
the formation and establishment of said consolidated independent school 
district of Joice, in the county of Worth, state of Iowa, are comprised only 
of the omission of such acts and proceedings as could have been dispensed. 
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
